THE car efficiency committee of the American Rail- 
way Association in its bulletin dated July 30, giving a 
summary of surpluses and shortages by groups of 
roads from October 30, 1907, to July 22, 1908, places 
the total! surplus 5,120 more than the figures for July 
8, of which 3,406 are in box cars and 1,466 in coal and 
gondolas. Against this increase, the first since April 
29, the committee has reports showing a decrease of 
3,000 in the number of bad cars, making a net increase 
of only about 2,000 in the grand total of idle cars. 
Any marked improvement in the situation could hard- 
ly be looked for in July, which is normally a light 
month with the railroads. 








EARNINGS of the United States Steel Corporation 
for the month of July are estimated at $8,000,000, the 
largest monthly returns of the current year and the 
largest since November, 1907, when they were $10,- 
467,250. Since the bad break in earnings following 
the October panic the steel corporation’s monthly net 
earnings have run as follows:

In 1907, 1906 and 1905 the July earnings were the 
smallest of the third quarter. The fact that the July 
earnings of the United States Steel Corporation are 
larger than for any month this year, should be con- 
vineing proof that business conditions are rapidly ap- 
proaching the normal, for July is usually one of the 
quietest months of the year.

THOUSANDS of government employes will be insured 
against accidents incurred in the line of duty by the 
government liability statute, which went 


Government into effect on August 1. Rules covering 
Insures Its th ti f Bias Beads ate eter 
Employes, ‘he operation of that law have already 


been drawn up by the Bureau of Labor 
and are now being sent to all parts of the country. 
These regulations determine the methods which are 
to be pursued by injured employes in securing their 
compensation. They provide that all blank forms for 
filing claims shall be obtained from the officers who 
have supervision over the employe ; that when, through 
an accidental injury, an artisan or laborer becomes 
entitled to compensation under the act, he must make 
out a claim for compensation, accompanied by the cer- 
tificates of a duly authorized physician and his superior 
official. These certificates must be forwarded to the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor not only when the 
claim is made, but on every payday thereafter until 
the employe is able to return to work. 

The government liability law, which was one of the 
last submitted for the President’s signature by the re- 
cent session of Congress, provides that any person 
employed by the United States as a laborer in any of 
its manufacturing establishments, arsenals, navy yards, 
river and harbor and fortification work, on the Panama 
Canal or in other hazardous undertakings, who is in- 
jured in the line of duty, shall receive his usual wages 
for a year or until he has recovered. In case of death 
the yearly wage is to be paid to the widow, children 
under sixteen or dependent parents. No compensation 
will be paid to an employe whose injury is due to 
negligence or misconduct, nor unless the disability 
shall continue for more than fifteen days. 

The government in enacting this law has done some- 
thing that should merit the commendation of all right- 
thinking people. Many of Uncle Sam’s employes are 
called upon to perform work beset with manifold dan- 
gers, and the wisdom of enacting the liability law will 
be apparent to all those who are familiar with the 
working conditions of government employes, who as 
artisans or laborers are in duty bound to toil amid 
surroundings not altogether conducive to their physi- 
cal well-being. 
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Tue trade paper is to-day regarded as the most po- 
tent factor in the dissemination of facts and informa- 
tion regarding marketable commodities, 
The essentially necessary to the selling there- 
of. It is a specific medium for deliver- 
ing specific intelligence to a specific class 
of people. Readers of its pages must of necessity be 
interested in the commodities which it advertises, and 
a considerable proportion of them are prospective buy- 
ers of the class of goods which its columns treat of. It 
is a great source of economy to the manufacturer, the 
jobber and the dealer in finding markets for their 
goods, for it assists its advertisers in every way possi- 
ble in making their commodities known to the trade to 
which it caters. As a selling medium its value cannot 
be overestimated, for it does the work more effective- 
ly and with less cost than it otherwise could be done. 
Its value to the traveling salesman is also great, for it 
introduces his goods to the prospecfive purchaser be- 
fore the latter is reached by the salesman. Conse- 
quently, when the buyer is informed beforehand of the 
merits of the goods, the salesman has less difficulty in 
convincing him that his line of merchandise is worthy 
of his investigation. As has been aptly said, “trade pa- 
pers are clearing houses, bringing inventor and manu- 
facturer, buyer and seller, producer and jobber and 
consumer, together in the shortest time, and at the 
least expense of labor and money to each.” 

The advertisements in a trade journal are read with 
the same degree of interest that its news columns are. 
A trade paper without advertising would be as useless 
as a lamp without oil, for, unlike the daily paper, the 
trade publication circulates only among those who are 
possible buyers of the articles advertised. It is a well- 
known fact that sales of large magnitude have been 
brought about by an advertisement in a trade journal 
when the purchaser may not have been able to recail 
the ad. It is a fact, none the less ridiculous, that a 
business man will sometimes not hesitate to hire an ex- 
tra salesman at an expense of, say four or five hundred 
dollars a month, who would complain strenuously when 
asked to insert a small advertisement in a trade paper 
at a cost away below that of keeping a salesman on the 
road for thirty days. The salesman is lucky if he can 
call on two or three hundred prospective customers in 
a month, while the story could be told four times 
through the trade journal to many thousand interested 
people in the same time. 


The value of the trade paper depends entirely on 
its paid circulation. A subscriber who does not value 
his paper sufficiently to pay the small subscription 
price each year, seldom covering the actual cost of 
placing it in his hands for fifty-two weeks, rarely takes 
it out of the wrapper, is of no benefit either to the pub- 
lisher or the advertiser. It has always been the policy 
of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN to make its pages so read- 
able and instructive that each issue is eagerly looked 
forward to and subscriptions renewed without solicita- 
tion. THE AMERICAN ARTISAN does not keep on its 
mailing list names of individuals who manifest so little 
interest in the paper that they fail to renew their sub- 
scriptions. Such a policy can never be productive of 
good either to the publisher or the advertiser. The 
man who gives no thought to his business, who neg- 
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lects his trade journal and remains in ignorance of 
what is going on in his line, and who trusts somebody 
to do those things for him, usually wakes up with vain 
regrets. 








CoMMERCIAL failures in the United States, aecord- 
ing to statistics compiled by Dun’s Review, were 1,232 
in July, with liabilities of $14,222,126. 
Pha 3 This is the lightest mortality of any 
tia Say. month in the last year, with the single ex- 
ception of May, and the increase in that 
comparison was less than $600,000. In the corre- 
sponding month last year there were 777 failures, in- 
volving $12,334,710 in amount. Manufacturing fail- 
ures last month were 314 in number, against 211 in 
July, 1907, while the amount of liabilities was $5,835,- 
o18, compared with $4,449,226 a year ago. There 
were 871 trading failures for $6,160,713, whereas in 
the same month last year 531 defaults occurred in 
this class and the amount involved was $4,802,907. 
Failures of financial concerns, including banks and 
similar institutions not properly included in commer- 
cial failures, were nine in number and $35,250,146 in 
amount. In the same month last year there were four 
failures in this class, with liabilities of $2,228,945. 
Liabilities of failures in leading branches of busi- 
ness for July are compared below with the previous 
year:

RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

They tell me that Acting Postmaster General Grand- 
field has solved a problem which bade fair to become 
troublesome. He has decided officially that a woman 
could not be a mail-carrier without making it decided- 
ly embarrassing for her and causing her to lose her 
womanly modesty, and incidentally her skirts. Sever- 
al weeks ago an order was issued establishing a city 
free delivery in Idaho Falls, Idaho, and a young wom- 
an, whose name the department withholds, was the 
only applicant to qualify. The civil service commis- 
sion certified her name to the department, and the 
question arose as to whether a woman was eligible 
for appointment. The young woman was said to be 
on the point of receiving the appointment when it was 
discovered that there was a law in existence requiring 
the Postmaster General to designate the character of 
the uniform to be worn by carriers and describing it 
generally. In large, bold type it stated that carriers 
are to wear trousers. When this discovery was made 
it was decided to ask the civil service commission to 
hold another examination.

Here are the plans on which the pants must be 
“built,” according to section 759 of the postal regula- 
tions : 











FOR SUMMER WEAR. 

Trousers—Of same material as coat, with black cloth 
cord one-fourth inch wide down the outside seam. Side and 
two hip pockets to be made of strong, durable material. 

FOR WINTER WEAR. 

Trousers—Of same material and color as coat (bluish 
mixed cadet flannel of a heavy bluish gray worsted or serge), 
with fine broadcloth piping one-fourth inch wide down the 
outside seam. Side and two hip pockets to be made of strong 
durable materials. 

It is said that Acting Postmaster Grandfield’s mod- 
esty compelled him to refrain from asking the young 
woman who made application for the position as mail- 
carrier, whether, if appointed, she would comply with 
the law and regulations regarding dress. It seems to 
me that she might yet be able to qualify for the job. 
What would be the matter with her wearing a direc- 
toire skirt of light material even over the regulation 
pants? I am sure that no hue and cry would be raised 
against it. A directoire skirt would be just the garb 
for a woman mail-carrier, especially if she were com- 
pelled to do much traveling.

The science of war may be revolutionized if the 
rapid firing gun invented by William Patten, of 270 
West One Hundred and Thirty-sixth street, New 
York, can duplicate in the field the work of a ten- 
inch model which he has built and is demonstrating. 
The gun is noiseless and is fired without powder. And 
this is not all. Mr. Patten asserts the gun can dis- 
charge bullets faster than they can be loaded into the 
magazine, and that the loading speed therefore is prac- 
tically the only limit to the number of shots that can 
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be fired. He maintains that 50,000 shots a minute can 
be discharged from this new weapon, and says that 
he’ll demonstrate this when he gets the full-sized one 
in commission. The gun is fired by centrifugal force. 
All there is to it is a big wheel with a crank for re- 
volving it. In the ten-inch model this can be turned 
by hand. A motor of fifty horsepower would be re- 
quired to turn the six-foot model Mr. Patten hopes to 
build. Bullets—not shells such as are used in other 
guns, but simply balls of lead or steel—are poured 
into the gun. The operator revolves the wheel and 
the bullets begin to pour out ina steady stream. They 
fly so fast that they have the appearance of one long, 
leaden ribbon, and if the gun is revolved on its base 
the stream of lead would sweep around in an arc 
which would mow down anything in front of it. The 
inventor of the new gun is said to have got his idea 
from seeing a flywheel burst five years ago in England, 
where Mr. Patten was born. He came here a year 
later and eighteen months ago began work on the 
model of his gun, which he has had in mind since 
leaving England. The gun is of brass and is said to 
more closely resemble a meat chopper than anything 
else. Not long ago Mr. Patten screwed his device to 
a table and then poured a handful of buckshot into it. 
At the opposite side of the room was a target and the 
inventor pointed his gun toward it. Then he began to 
turn the handle. Bullets flashed from the mouth of 
the little gun in a perfect stream. Each one is said to 
have hit the target. The second test at the target 
forty feet away resulted in the gun sending 400 buck- 
shot into a space five-eighths of an inch in diameter in 


less than a minute.

Great Scott! Imagine a gun looking like a meat 
chopper firing 3,000,000 shots an hour. This sounds 
to me like a fish-story that has been metamorphosed 
3,000,000 times. I wonder what Hiram Percy Maxim 
would have to say about such a monstrosity. Mr. 
Maxim knows a thing or two about guns, for he has 
invented enough of them, his latest being a noiseless 
one which is said to be especially adapted for shooting 
dangerous canines, without giving them a chance to 
ascertain what struck them. Three million shots an 
hour! I’d hate to be given the job of keeping the gun 
loaded, even if a church full of bullets and a steam 
shovel were placed at my disposal. What would be 
the use of any nation supporting a standing army if it 
were in possession of a gun or two like this? A hand- 
ful of men would be sufficient to put out of business 
an entire army.

A concern up in Michigan recently had a novel win- 
dow display, which illustrated the economy, conveni- 
ence and efficiency of the gasoline stove in the sum- 
mer time. The stove was placed in the window with 
an oven open toward the front. In the oven was a 
cake of ice, some fresh beef, a watermelon and a lot 
ot vegetables, while on top of the stove was a kettle 
boiling merrily. It was the purpose of the display to 
show that the heat of a gasoline stove is applied ex- 
actly where it is needed and that there is no waste 
heat. It would be a difficult thing, I imagine, to ar- 
range a more convincing display for a summer stove 
than this. 
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News Siftings 


Frank E. Meily succeeds H. H. Kreider as president 
of the Lebanon Stove Works of Lebanon, Pa., Mr. 
Kreider having died recently. 

Warren L. Fish, claimed to be the inventor of the 
first oil stove, died at Newark, N. J., on July 24, at the 
age of 83 years. Mr. Fish was also the inventor of 
various other devices. 

The Indiana Stove Works, Evansville, Ind., have 
recently added to their plant a fire-proof storage vault 
for the storage of their stove patterns. The building 
is three stories high and measures 30 x 105 feet. 

The Magnolia Stove and Range Co. of Belleville, 
Ill., has been incorporated with a capital stock of $30,- 
ooo to manufacture stoves and ranges. The incorpora- 
tors are Carl A. Klinge, W. W. Culver and O. E. 
Buder.

SOME PRACTICAL OBSERVATIONS ON 
HEATING. 





BY JOHN F. HALE, 

The following paper was prepared by Mr. John F. 
Hale, vice-president of the Consolidated Engineering 
Company, Chicago, for presentation at the semi-an- 
nual meeting of the American Society of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers, held at Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
on July 24 and 25: 

Several years ago I lived in a two-story frame flat build- 
ing where the furnace heating system was constructed on 
similar lines to the one described by Mr. R. S. Thompson, 
and for my own satisfaction I took many observations of the 
temperatures, etc. These were described at one of the meet-

ings of the Illinois chapter last year, but no complete record 
has been made of the same. 

The building contained four flats, two on each floor, and 
although there was a good basement the furnaces had been 
placed within the several apartments more for convenience 
than for any other reason. 

By referring to the illustration the arrangement of the 
second floor will be seen, and it will be observed that a spe- 
cial furnace room was provided as near the center of the flat 
as possible. This room had a cement floor, the walls, ceil- 
ing and door being lined with galvanized iron. 

A 14x16 fresh-air or recirculating register was provided 
with a damper that enabled the occupant of the room to con- 
trol the air to a certain extent; circulation was maintained 
through ducts run beneath the floor and connecting with 
4x12 registers set into the baseboard, shown in the sectional 
elevation. These ducts connected with the fresh-air duct to 
the furnace. ' 

The hot-air flues running from the top of the furnace in 
the usual way were suspended just beneath the ceiling, and 
passed through the hall and passage-way unconspicuously, so 
that they were not at all objectionable. 

Registers were above the picture molding and as near 
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the ceiling as possible, resulting in the necessity for redec- 
orating the ceiling at least once a year.

Coal was kept in a two-ton bin located on the rear 
porch, and had to be carried through the kitchen, inner hall, 
and bath room twice a day, as there was no storage space in 
the furnace room. This, however, was not a serious matter, 
as but one bucket was needed each trip. An ash chute was 
provided, leading to a cement vault in the basement and it 
avoided the necessity of handling the ashes except to open 
the chute once each day. It is true that up drafts frequently 
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carried the dust into the house, but this could have been put 
up with if that had been the only drawback. 

In mild weather we had no trouble in keeping comfort 
able, but when the temperature would fall to the zero point. 
or when the wind would blow in our direction, it was im 
possible to keep comfortable. It was always found necessary 
to keep the temperature at point “E” (of a thermometer 
hanging from the electric fixture in the center of the room) 
above 80 degrees, in order to keep the floor temperature com- 
fortable, or say about 65 degrees, there always being a dif- 
ference of about 17 degrees between these points.

Although this arrangement of furnace pipes delivering 
the air overhead seems to be proper, on cold days one’s feet 
were cold while other parts of the body were warm, and on 
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mild days when the feet were comfortable the head was over- 
heated. 

This particular apparatus was in use one winter with all 
four furnaces on the floor heated. Later on the owners had 
to place the first-story furnaces in the basement and run new 
hot-air pipes. The second-story apartments still have the 
overhead system. One is vacant and the tenants in the other 
contemplate moving before another winter. The furnace had 
a 36-inch firepot and the plant was installed in 1900.

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SMOKE STACK PATTERN. . 








FOR SMOKE STACK 18”X16” AT BASE WITH I2” ROUND 
PIPE AT TOP. STACK 25” HIGH. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In reply to the recent request for a pattern in two 
pieces for a smoke stack, 18”x16” at base, 12” round 
pipe at top, and 25” high, the following is submitted: 

Referring to the illustration A B C D is the plan of 
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acde. The points 56 on side elevation of the top 
circle are found where the revolved arcs intersect 
the circle, and are spaced unequally. 


Point 7 revolved intersects line AB, extended at 
point b. Those points abcde are projected to line 
N C, as a base line, and each point is drawn in an in- 
clined. position to point V, which is 21 inches from 
point C, and the line C V is perpendicular to the base 
line NC. Before proceeding to lay out the pattern, 
I will explain the “Principles of the operations per- 
formed.” 


Those radial lines extending from point A at base,

the base, 7 1 7 is the plan of top. The opening R is 
at the centre. The elevation of front is shown by CD 
at base and op at top, 21 in. high. The side elevation 
is NC and SM. 

In the plan draw the lines AR and BR. Divide 
the circle of top opening into equal parts from 1 to 
point 4. Set the dividers at A as a centre, and re- 
volve each point, to meet line A B extended in points 





to circle of the top opening, are to be considered as 
bases of right angled triangles; each triangle having 
a common altitude C V, each inclined line, from base 
line N C to point V is the hypothenuse of a triangle, 
and each inclined line is shown in its true length, ex- 
tending from point A at the base to the points 123 
4567 at the top opening, 21 inches above the base 
line CD. 






















How to lay out the pattern, The slant length from 
L to 1 at plan is shown on side elevation from N to S, 
and is shown in the pattern from K to 1. Join points 
C and Dto1. The line C1 is equal to the line a’ V. 
Set the dividers from 1 to 2 in circle of base, and from 
point 1 in pattern, describe arcs on each side, then take 
the distance C’ V in the dividers, and from points 
C and D intersect the arcs previously described, mark- 
ing the points of intersection 2 and 2. From points 
2 in the pattern, with the distance from 2 to 3 in plan 
describe arcs as before, then take the distance d’ V 
in dividers, and from points C and D intersect the 
arcs just described, marking the points of intersection 
3 and 3. From points 3 in the pattern, with the dis- 
tance from 3 to 4 in plan describe arcs, then take the 
distance e’ V in dividers, and from points C and D 
intersect the arcs marking the points of intersection 
4 and 4. Join points, 1234 to points C and D. The 
lines 4C and 4D are called hip lines, because the 
plan of those lines if extended, would intersect the 
centre point R. Take the distance 4 to 5 in plan in 
the dividers, and from points 4 and 4 in the pattern 
describe arcs, now set the dividers from C and D to 3 
in pattern and intersect the arcs marking the points 
of intersection 5 and 5. In the plan the points 3 and 
5 are on the same arc of revolution, and intersect line 
AB extended in point d and therefore are of equal 
length in the elevation, from the base line. Take the 
distance from 5 to 6 in plan, and from 5 and 5 in the 
pattern describe arcs, set the dividers at points C and 
D to 2 and intersect the arcs, marking the points of in- 
tersection 6 and 6. Set the dividers from 6 to 7 in 
plan, and describe arcs from points 6 and 6 in pattern. 

In the revolution point 7 in plan intersects line A B 
extended at point b is projected at point b’ in the base 
line NC, therefore take the distance b’ V in the 
dividers, and from C and D intersect the arcs, mark- 
ing the points of intersection 7 and 7. Join points 
567 to Cand D. 

From point 7 on the left side of the pattern take 
the distance 7 C and describe an arc, and from point 
C revolve point A to intersect the arc at F. Join 
F7 and FC and from point C revolve point H to 


intersect F C in point G. Join G7 and extend the line’ 


at bottom four inches. The line G7 is equal in length 
to CO and must be perpendicular to line F C, because 
it is the joint line. Principle; any two lines that are 
perpendicular, when an article is made up, must be 
perpendicular when the article is flattened out. 
From point D as a centre, revolve point J describ- 
ing an arc of a circle indefinitely, and with distance 
7C and point 7 on right hand of pattern as a centre, 
describe an arc, intersecting the arc previously drawn 
in point E. Join point E to 7 and extend the line four 
inches at base. Join Eto D. The lines GC DE are 
the base lines of the pattern; draw the four-inch line 
to fit over the brick, and turn out a small flange, at 
the base. The lines G7 and E7 extended will meet 
in a centre point, to describe the curve at top of pat- 
tern. The lines C4 and D4 will meet in the same 
point if extended. The curved line from 71 to 7 
shows one-half the pattern at top opening. The upper 
curve shows a two inch lap, The line CI is revolved 
to test the accuracy of locating point 7.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Business in most descriptions of hardware shows 
some improvement this week over last, and although 
prices do not appear to have stiffened materially, it is 
expected that a sharp upward movement in most, if 
not all, lines made from iron, steel, tin and copper 
will be recorded before the advent of fall. A moderate 
increase in the amount of car repair work now being 
done has necessitated more extensive buying of bolts, 
nuts, wire and cut nails within the last few days. One 
material .reduction in prices has been announced by 
the Aniérican Steel & Wire Co., which has cut the 
price on extra B B telephone wire half a cent from the 
list issued on May 1, making the basic price 434 
cents for No. 6 size Birmingham wire gauge. 

There is an unmistakably better inquiry for lawn 
mowers for delivery next spring, and prices are being 
fairly well maintained on these goods. Business in 
other mid-summer lines, however, is beginning to show 
evidence of curtailment. Favorable advices from the 
crop-growing sections of the country carry assurance 
that business will improve by leaps and bounds this 
fall, even before the presidential campaign is elimi- 
nated from the situation. Many of the leading hard- 
ware manufacturers are devoting more time and en- 
ergy to developing a better market for certain products 
abroad in order to dispose of supplies which the do- 
mestic consumers do not appear to be taking in large 
quantities at this time. 

The market for cut;and wire nails and barb wire is 
becoming more active, although prices have not shown 
as yet any tendency to advance. The base price of 
wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per keg. The jobbing 
price is $2 at the mill for full carloads, $2.10 at the 
mill for less than carloads and $2.40 out of store. 
The base price of cut nails at the mill is $1.80 per keg. 
The jobbing price is $1.85 for full carloads at the mill, 
$1.95 for less than carloads at the mill and $2.25 out 
of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted at 
$2.13; painted barb wire, $2.28; galvanized barb wire, 
$2.58 ; smooth annealed wire, $1.98 ; smooth galvanized 
wire, $2.28 ; galvanized staples, $2.53 ; polished staples, 
$2.23. Quotations to retailers in car lots are 5 cents 
higher and in less than car lots 15 cents higher. 





TIN PLATE. 

The tin plate market is not exhibiting the same 
signs of activity that it has been for some weeks past, 
and new business for the month of August.is expected 
to run somewhat light. The American Sheet & Tin 
Plate Company has closed about 80 of the 213 mills 
it was operating, but it is pointed out that in this line, 
as in others, opening of mills is reported several times 
when accumulation of orders is sufficient to insure a 
few days’ running on full time.

COPPER. 

An influx of domestic consumers into the market 
for refined copper and sharp advances in prices of all 
grades, which followed as soon as it was realized that 
the domestic consumption and the shipments abroad 
were about equal to the present output of the leading 
mines, were the salient features noted during the week. 
The principal buyers were manufacturers of electrical 
equipment and wire drawers as well as makers of all 
kinds of brass products. The selling agent of the 
producers booked a good volume of orders for spot 
metal and for deliveries throughout the next two 
months. Most of these selling agents raised their 
prices on electrolytic metal from 1234 cents to 13% 
cents, while they boosted their prices on the lake grade 
from 12% cents to 13% cents and their quotation on 
casting from 12% cents to 13 cents. 

It. is announced that both the Western Electric and 
the General Electric companies have entered the cop- 
per market for the first time since the decline in the 
price of the metal below 26 cents. The Western Electric 
is an unusually large consumer of copper, since it fur- 
nishes most of the telephone supplies of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

As. the revived demand shows no sign of falling off 
despite the sharp advances which have been made in 
all- grades of the metal, it now is predicted freely on 
all sides that 14-cent and 15-cent copper will be noted 
before the advent of winter. The New York Metal 
Exchange quotation committee has raised its quotation 
on the electrolytic grade % cent in the bid and % cent 
in the asked price. This committee also has advanced 
its quotation on lake and casting copper % cent in

PIG IRON. 


A substantial increase is noted in the number of in- 
quiries for pig iron, and a much firmer tone is being 
maintained among sellers. A feature which gives 
much satisfaction is that more of the inquiries are 
resulting in actual business, the tonnage of the past 
week haying been of good aggregate volume. An- 
other point of an encouraging nature is that the de- 
mand is more general; that is, all sections and both 
large and small concerns are looking for iron. Stocks 
in the hands of consumers are very small, in many 
cases none at all, and deliveries on contracts for this 
month are being made steadily in response to a grow- 
ing urgency for prompt shipment. In the New Eng- 
land district there are in the neighborhood of 10,000 
tons pending in four or five lots on inquiries made last 
week, and these will probably be closed in the imme- 
diate future. The majority of the sales now being 
made are for delivery in the last quarter of the current 
year, though some small lots are being moved for de- 
livery this month. In some cases, where a furnace has 
a small lot of iron on hand, a slight concession may 
be made to a buyer, but those furnaces which are sold 
up are holding extremely firm on their asking prices. 
_ For deliveries after the first of 1909 the market is very 
firm, with furnaces unwilling to make any contracts 
except at an advance. Very little business for this 
period is yet reported. Not only is there more activity 
in the market, but prices are stronger and nearer the 
top range, though not actually advanced except in a 
few instances. The bulk of the recent business has 
heen done at $12 f. o. b. Birmingham for Alabama 
iron, with some furnaces holding firmly for $12.50. 
Virginia iron is still very firm, but rather more quiet 
than other kinds at $18.25@18.50, delivered on the 
wharf at Boston, all rail costing 83 cents per ton more.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “After the very large purchases of last month it is 
something of a surprise to find that buying is continuing at 
a fair rate. The July sales by the Southern furnaces were 
probably greater than was at first supposed. At least 35,000 
tons were taken by two interests alone. The result of this 
free selling is that Southern iron is much firmer and prices 
have been advanced from fifty cents to a dollar a ton, and in 
the second place the quantity of Southern iron remaining 
free to sell has been much reduced. In fact there are several 
furnaces that temporarily are out of the market. The July 
sales were made near the bottom of the market. Prices were 
so attractive that buyers realized it would be difficult te go 
astray in purchasing. As yet there has been no change in 
Northern quotations, but the turn of the market is in favor 
of the furnaces on this side of Mason and Dixon’s line and 
they have been doing considerable business. 

“One noticeable thing is to be mentioned and that is the 
large reduction in the stocks of Southern iron. This tells 
in a striking way the story of the gradual resumption of ac- 
tivity in the iron trade. Slowly we are getting back to nor- 
mal conditions. Some branches of trade are running nearly 
full, others are not doing so well, but all are better than was 
the case a few months ago. 

“Coke is particularly active. The 
miners in Birmingham has resulted in the blowing in of coke 
ovens in other parts of the South to supply the Alabama 


strike of the coal 


shortage.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 


report: “The many indications of improvement which wer« 
evident a week ago and which made the market at that time 
the best so far this year, have been fully justified. Buying 
during the last few days has been freely indulged in. Al! 
districts have felt the impetus and have assisted in swelling 
the sales for the week. This total tonnage has been large 
The West and Middle West have been leaders in the move- 
ment, which has not been confined but made up of both high 
and low grade iron and specialties. More than this, the bulk 
of buying has been for the first half of next year, with the 
result that some furnaces are in a more assured position re- 
garding sales for the next six to nine months than they have 
been for over a year past. 

“Practically all the inquiry out last week has resulted 
in sales of full tonnage inqpired for, and buying has not been 
limited to any one line of consumers. Contracting has been 
done without any of the usual delay on the part of either 
furnace or consumer, as both seemed satisfied and the deals 
went through quickly. 

“The best tone of the year is now prevailing and indica- 
tions all point upward. Inquiry is active and there is a large 
tonnage being figured on for 1909. The market in all dis 
tricts, as a result of this activity, is firmer. There is a de 
crease in the tendency to make prices on extended delivery 
business. Consumption is on the increase and all iron bought 
for immediate shipment or for use within the next month or 
six weeks is figured as going directly into the melt
